Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendments to claims 19 and 20 would require furffir consideration because the proposed 
combination of elements has not been examined previously. The proposed amendment to claim 1 would require a new ground of rejection 
for that claim. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, 
but are not deemed to be wholly persuasive. Applicant argues that the feature of "judging a border block in accordance with a frequency 
of occurrence of a motion vector detected for each block" is not disclosed in Chan et al. nor KobayashI et al. Addressing Kobayashi et al. 
first, the Examiner points out that this feature was and is essentially recited in claim 2. As discussed in the Final Office Action, Kobayashi 
et al. discloses this feature at column 9, lines 34-40. With regard to Chan et al., the Examiner admits that this feaure is not taught by 
Chan et al. (note that Chan et al. was not used to reject claim 2). 
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
